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1. Construction and repairs of Yugoslav airports is underway, Some of then 
are listed as follows:

The Banja Luka airport is under repairs, and is simultaneously being 
enlarged on the northwest toward the outskirts of Budzaci. 


A new airport just west of Sarajevo is under construction at Butmir, 


A new airport is under construction at Kupreske Polje (Rilici), employing 
almost 10,000 prisoners. 


A military airport. is under construction at Travnik.

3. The military arsenal at Sarajevo has been enlarged and employs 3,000 workmen, 
whereas before the war only 600 to 700 men were employed, The arsenal produces 
hand grenades, and 75,80 and 100 mm caliber shells, Artillery material and 
automobiles are also repaired here, f 
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Vistad factory at Visegrad produces hand grenades and bombs for aircraft 
of 10 to 250 kgs. The factory worke both day and night and employs almost 
10,000 workers. 


This is the largest factory producing bombs for aircraft. Explosives and 
shells are supplied by other Yugoslav factories.
